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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-2, and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hanson. 
The structure as claimed is fully anticipated by Hanson . In particular, Hanson shows in Figs. 1-2 
a cooking stand, comprising: 

a base assembly (C) having a side and bottom surfaces defining a receptacle for holding 
solid cooking fuel; and 

a plurality of folding legs (6) rotatably coupled to the base assembly (C) wherein the legs 
(6) can be extended to support the base assembly, or such legs can be folded into a substantially 
compact configuration with the base assembly to facilitate transposition of the base assembly 
(page 1, lines 16-27). 

3. Claims 1-5, and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chen. 
The structure as claimed is fully anticipated by Chen . In particular, Chen shows in Figs. 1-7 a 
cooking stand, comprising: 
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a base assembly (3) having a side and bottom surfaces defining a receptacle for holding 
solid cooking fuel; and 

a plurality of folding legs (4) rotatably coupled to the base assembly (3) wherein the legs 
(4) can be extended to support the base assembly, or such legs can be folded into a substantially 
compact configuration with the base assembly to facilitate transposition of the base assembly 
(col. 3, lines 41-46). 

In regard to claims 3-5 , Chen shows in Figs. 6-7 that the base assembly further including 
a rotatable platform (2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hanson in 
view of Thibodeau. 

Thibodeau teaches the use of a leveling means (66, Fig. 1) for the purpose^ of assuring 
correct leveling of base assembly. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the cooking oven stand of Hanson with a leveling means such as 
taught by Thibodeau in order to assure correct leveling of a cooking oven of the base assembly.. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Each of Scott and Young is cited to show an erectable combined stove. 
Yu is cited to show a stove assembly comprising a rotatable platform.
